The  Name  of  the  Game  is. . .Money. . .For  Us 

Did  you  read  the  Centre  of  the  Varsity,  November  22,  1968?  It  gave 
a  detailed  report  of  the  OSAP  march  of  the  previous  Wednesday  and  illus- 
trated the  student  demands  on  the  government  for -more  money.  The  govern- 
ment replied  that  they  were  going  to  tighten  up  the  purse  strings  and  re- 
duce the  education  costs.   This  meant  a  reduction  in  student  loans. 

In  this  educational  year,  the  clash  between  the  administration  and 
the  students  led  to  the  dubious  formation  of  the  CUG  to  represent  the 
students  in  the  formation  of  university  policy.  This  meant  among  other 
things  the  control  of  university  money. 

It  is  a  fact  that  on  a  ratio  basis,  Canada  spends  more  money  per  stu- 
dent than  almost  any  other  country  in  the  world.  Compared  to  the  United 
States,  we  have  fewer  people  of  university  age  in  our  post-secondary  insti 
tutions.   The  United  States  on  the  other  hand  spends  relatively  less 
money  per  student  on  a  ratio  scale.   Granted  that  the  education  standards 
of  our  southern  neighbours  m.ay  be  less  than  the  ones  we  experience  here, 
the  relative  expenditures  are  grossly  out  of  proportion.   Something  must 
be  done  and  the  answer  is  with  the  students. 

Instead  of  screaming  at  the  government  (We  want  a  miracle  I)  for  more 
money,  we  the  students  and  not  the  administrators  should  solicit  private 
corporations  for  funds  to  be  handed  outright  to  the  respective  student- 
faculty  administrations  of  the  universities.   The  resulting  influx ' of 
capital  would  relieve  the  tight  money  situation  in  the  government  and  ul- 
timately on  the  taxpayer. 

Solicitations  for  the  money  would  not  be  as  hard  as  imagined.   In 
1963,  the  administration  of  Trent  University  found  themselves  without 
proper  funds  to  receive  a  capital  grant  from  the  federal  government.   The 
Trent  University  Founding  Fund  launched  an  appeal  to  the  residents  of 
Peterboro.   In  approximately  eight  months,  they  had  received  $1,520,000 
from  local  and  national  doners  without  the  aid  of  the  government.   Colonel 
Sam  McLaughlan  of  Oshawa  has  donated  McLaughlan  College  of  York  Univer- 
sity and  the  McLaugMan  Planetarium  on  Queens  Park.   If  the  students  were 
to  solicit  other  philanthropists  and  the  general  public,  the  student 
image  could  only  improve  and  'the  present  administration  could  not  reject 
further  requests  for  representation.   With  little  work  by  all  students  the 
system  has  a  chance. 

If  a  few  more  advanced  students  researched  major  corporations  and 
solicited  money  on  the  grounds  that  it  would  better  the  quality  of  future 
engineers,  administrators,  and  executives,  it  would  not  take  too  many 
company  donations  to  build  up.  a  substantial  fund.   If  that  approach  did 
not  work,  we  could  ask  the  la.rge  business  interests  to  donate  only  2%   of 
the  revenue  that  would  have  originally  be»en  put  into  the  dead  capital  gain 
tax.   The  donation  from  each  contributing  firm  would  be  snail  and  tax 
deductible.   The  money  would  go  straight  to  the  university  and  there  would 
be  no  overhead  or  pay  for  civil  servants  as  the  universities  already  have 
the  staff  and  the  empty  vaults. 

If  any  student  government  on  any  U„  of*  T.  campus  would  be  willing  to 
hash  out  such  a  proposal,  I  for  one  would  ojffer  my  services.

The  Time  for  Residences  is  Mow 

When  the  first  plans  for  Erindale  College  were  drawn  up,  it  was 
originally  intended  that  we  would  become  strictly  a  commuter  college  with 
no  residences.   Since  that  time,  plans  have  been  changed  and  in  the  brief 
that  Principal  Wilson  presented  to  the  Committee  on  University  Affairs, 
the  new  blueprints  for  Erindale  included  a  block  of  five  residence  build- 
ings which  are  to  be  built  adjacent  to  the  proposed  academic  buildings. 
However,  while  the  construction  of  academic  buildings  has  begun  almost  on 
schedule,  as  yet  no  firm  plans  or  commitments  have  been  made  for  the  com- 
mencement of  construction  of  a  residence. 

The  Erindalian  believes  that  the  time  for  residences  at  Erindale  is 
now  and  not  some  time  in  the  ill-defined  future.   Our  college  has  within 
its  grasp,  the  opportunity  to  establish  a  true  academic  community  where 
students  will  not  have  to  continue  punching  a  clock  in  at  9?  out  at  5« 
A  high  school  atmosphere  and  attitude  has  prevailed  here  since  the  college 
opened  its  doors.   Students  come  only  for  their  lectures  and  there  is  no 
desire  to  remain  after  hours  for  discussion,  research  or  special  lectures 
which  have  been  arranged  for  them. 

We  believe  that  the  immediate  establishment  of  permanent  residences 
will  eradicate  these  problems  and  provide  our  community  with  an  atmosphere 
more  conducive  to  higher  learning.  We  further  believe  that  this  goal  can 
and  must  be  achieved  while  most  of  our  present  student  body  is  still  here. 
Because,  if  we  wait  any  longer,  we  will  have  a  difficult  time  in  destroy- 
ing an  attitude  which  is  becoming  more  firmly  embedded  with  every  passing 
day. 

The  fact  that  the  present  college  building  was  put  up  in  considerably 
less  than  a  year  proves  that  some  type  of  residence  can  be  ready  for  the 
1970-71  academic  year,  when  our  first  year  class  will  be  in  their  third 
year.   Certainly,  financing  a  new  building  is  a  major  consideration  but  we 
suggest  that  whatever  financial  problems  that  may  be  encountered  now  will 
be  encountered  in  six  or  seven  or  ten  years  as  well.   But  by  then,  the 
great  opportunity  which  confronts  us  now  will  have  slipped  through  our 
fingers. 

We  strongly  urge  Principal  Wilson,  Dean  Robinson,  The  E.C.C.  and  the 
Students  Facilities  to  take  this  matter  under  their  immediate  consideratim 
so  that  plans  and  construction  may  commence  as  quickly  as  possible.

The  "issue"  of  life  will  not  be  decided  on  the  political 
or  economic  or  social  level  but  on  the  moral  level.   Every  man, 
whether  he  be  endowed  with  great  gifts  in  the  realms  of  politics, 
physics,  economics  (any  field),  or  not,  must  answer  this  basic 
question:   "What  think  ye  of  Christ?"   Matthew  22; 42.   Only  one 
answer  is  acceptable  and  Peter  gave  it  in  Matthew  16:16,  "Thou  art 
the  Christ,  the  Son  of  the  Living  God."   Once  a  man  has  settled 
this  question  in  his  heart,  then  he  can  enter  his  particular  work 
and  serve  God  properly  -  "in  Spirit  and  in  Truth".
